After reviewing all the necessary 


statistical information and each stu- 


dent-athlete’s importance to their 
team and what those individuals 
faced each and every night on both 
ends of the court, the sacrifices 


made for a better team result, Player 
of the Year honors go to East Jordan 
senior, Jayden Weber. 


Player of the Year 


JAYDEN 
WEBER 


East Jordan, senior - #24 


Weber, a four-year starter for the 
Red Devils, faced double and triple 
teams on a nightly basis and still put 
up outstanding numbers over her 
career, and was fixture as All-Lake 
Michigan Conference and was a two- 
time All-State honorable mention 
pick. 

“T felt very blessed and accom- 
plished,” Weber said upon learning 
she was chosen as the POY. “I’ve put 
a lot of hard work and dedication 
into basketball. I have played many 
different roles throughout these four 
years. I started as a post player and 
scored mainly off of rebounds and 
expanded my game by getting the 
three point shot down.”

During her senior season, Jayden 
averaged 18.5 points per game, 
hauled in 8.7 rebounds, 1.5 assists 
and one steal. She shot 48 percent 
from field goal range, 78 percent 
from the charity stripe and added a 
new dimension to her arsenal this 
season by stepping beyond the arc, 
shooting 34 percent from long-range. 
She also recorded seven double-dou- 
bles this season. In her senior sea- 
son, Jayden scored 389 points and 
finished her Red Devil career with a 
total of 1,223 points. 

"Jayden was a true joy to coach 
and the ultimate team player," coach 
Hines noted. "In addition to her bas- 
ketball talents, Jayden carries a 3.83 
GPA in the classroom and is a great 
role model for all younger stu- 
dents/athletes." 

When asked about what she took 
from this season (both as an individ- 
ual and team) she replied. “I reached 
over 1,000 career points which had 
been a huge goal of mine. I also am 
the #2 leading scorer for East Jor- 
dan girls basketball program.” 

“As a team we played very com- 
petitive all year, especially during 
our last game against Charlevoix in 


the first round of districts. We were 
a younger team, but never gave up. 
There were multiple games where 
we were down at halftime, but came 
back and won the game.” 

“Great high school player, tremen- 
dous role model and great all 
around person,” East Jordan coach 
Steve Hines said. “(She) became the 
third Red Devils player to score 1,000 
points in a career and our second 
leading all-time scorer and four year 
varsity starter!” 

Jayden was also asked about what 
she learned from coach Hines in re- 
gards to being a leader and floor 
general for the team, and how she 
overcame the adversity of always 
running into other teams game 
planning for her. 

“T just knew I had to be a good 
leader and an even better teammate. 
T loved helping the underclassman 
with whatever they needed, and 
they knew they could count on me 
for any help. When teams would 
plan for me, I would just push my- 
self more. I would try to find other 
ways to score, like draw fouls as 
much as I could and shoot more 
threes. Also, when I would get 


double/triple teamed in the paint, 
my coach pushed me to find the 
open player at the three-point line 
and kick it out to them.” 

When asked about what the future 
holds, Weber said. “I plan on either 
attending Grand Rapids Community 
College for two years and then 
transferring to Grand Valley State 
University or just attending GVSU 
for four years. I plan on getting a 
bachelor’s degree in nursing to be- 
come an Operating Room Nurse.” 

At this time, Jayden does not plan 
on playing basketball anywhere be- 
cause she wants to focus on her aca- 
demics. 

Weber also wanted to thank a few 
others that helped her along her 
high school journey. 

“T want to thank all of my family 
and friends who have been there for 
me throughout my basketball ca- 
reer. They always came to games no 
matter what. Without them I would 
have not been able to accomplish 
many goals and dreams of mine, 
such as reaching a milestone of over 
1,000 career points.”

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MHSAA Cancels Remainder of 2019-20 Winter & Spring Seasons

The Michigan High School 
Athletic Association has can- 
celed the remainder of the 
2019-20 Winter and Spring 
sports seasons, in compli- 
ance with the Thursday 
(April 2) “state of disaster” 
directive by Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer closing school 
buildings and moving educa- 
tion online for the remain- 
der of the school year to help 
decrease the spread of the 
COVID-19 coronavirus. 

This will be the first 
school year to not see 
MHSAA Finals played in 
multiple sports since 1942-43, 
when World War II led to the 
elimination of Finals in 
most sports. 


The MHSAA on March 12 
suspended its girls and boys 
basketball, girls gymnastics, 
boys ice hockey and boys 
swimming & diving tourna- 
ments amid COVID-19 con- 
cerns. All activity in all 
sports was halted March 13. 
Spring sports to that point 
had begun practice, but not 
competition. 

The MHSAA, Ads Repre- 
sentative Council approved 
during its Winter Meeting on 
March 27 a series of con- 
cepts for completing the 
Winter tournaments and an 
abbreviated Spring season, 
contingent on the lifting of a 
statewide quarantine. The 
closure of school buildings 
into June made those possi- 
bilities void. 

The MHSAA, Ads Execu- 
tive Committee, comprised 
of officers of the larger 


Council, affirmed the deci- 
sion today (April 3) to cancel 
the remainder of this school 
year, Ads activities. 

“We are heartbroken to 
not be able to provide these 
opportunities for Michi- 
gan,Aos student-athletes, 
and especially seniors. We 
continue to hear from dozens 
asking us to hold out hope. 
But safety always must come 
first, and Governor Whitmer 
is making courageous deci- 
sions to safeguard the people 
of our state,” MHSAA Exec- 
utive Director Mark Uyl 
said. “We understand as 
much as anyone how much 
school sports mean to ath- 
letes and their communities. 
We had ideas and hopes for 
finishing Winter and Spring 
and helping bring some sort 
of normalcy after this long 
break. But this is the correct 


decision, and we will play 
our part in bringing schools 
and communities together 
again when the time is right. 

“For now, we cannot state 
strongly enough that all stu- 
dents, staffs and others fol- 
low the guidelines 
established to slow the 
spread of this virus ,Ai we 
all must do our part.” 

Because the five Winter 
sports were not able to con- 
clude with Finals, no cham- 
pions will be awarded in 
those sports for 2019-20. How- 
ever, championships won at 
earlier rounds of those tour- 
naments (District or Re- 
gional) will continue to 
stand. 

The MHSAA will in com- 
ing weeks provide guidelines 
and other information perti- 
nent to this unusual offsea- 
son as attention is turned to 


preparing for Fall 2020. 

The MHSAA is a private, 
not-for-profit corporation of 
voluntary membership by 
more than 1,500 public and 
private senior high schools 
and junior high/middle 
schools which exists to de- 
velop common rules for ath- 
letic eligibility and 
competition. No government 
funds or tax dollars support 
the MHSAA, which was the 
first such association nation- 
ally to not accept member- 
ship dues or tournament 
entry fees from schools. 
Member schools which en- 
force these rules are permit- 
ted to participate in MHSAA 
tournaments, which attract 
more than 1.4 million specta- 
tors each year.
